Mr. Tinkler in a formal statem ent 
said th at his company had subm it­ 
ted to Secretary Weeks “a concrete 
and business-like proposition.” The 
company proposes, he said, to com­ 
plete 
the Wilson 
dam and 
power 
houses and to defray the cost by the 
sale of an issue of 25-£ear serial 
4 
per cent bonds secured by this proj­ 
ect, 
The redemption of these bonds, 


he 
explained, 
would reimburse 
the
